Enthusiasm 
was at 
such 
pitch, good feeling between Franklin 
and Rush counties was so apparent, 
so much interest was evinced in the 
I. & C. extension to Cincinnati from 
Rushville and every speaker was in 
such fine fettle that the meeting of 
men from the two counties, who are 
interested in the extension, held in 
che court house assembly room last 
night, was a revelation both to the 
officials of the I. & C. who were pres­ 
ent and the local promoters of the 
meeting. 
Charles L. Henry and two direc­ 
tors of the road attended and sixty- 
nine enthusiastic residents of Frank­ 
lin county came over for the gather­ 
ing, besides many people from the 
intervening towns of Andersonville, 
New Salem, Laurel and Metamora. 
Approximately three 
hundred 
men 
attended. 
When the enthusiasm had run its 
course and the climax of the meeting 
<5 
had been reached, the body of men 
got down to business and perfected 
an organization which will have to 
look after the obtaining of the exten­ 
sion for the “Bulltown” route as the 
“prea e Ii e r- edit or" 
of Andersonville 
so aptly named it seventeen years 
ago. 
It was unanimously voted by the 
meeting, after the motion had been 
made by M. P. Haha rd, a banker of 
Brookville, and a second bad been 
voted, that a. committee be appointed 
by the business mens* *< rganizations 
of Brookville and Rushville, the num­ 
ber of each committee to be left to 
the digression of the appointers, 
which will have charge of the work­ 
ing out of the plan which was sug­ 
gested at the meeting; 
that 
a free 
right-of-way be obtained for the I. 
A C. 
It was suggested to Mr. Hu buba rd 
by John A. Tits worth that a sub­ 
committee 
be 
appointed 
iii 
each 
township t brough which the proposed 
route is to pass, to work in conjunc­ 
tion with the main committee from 
(lie two cities. This was made as an 
amendment to the motion and incor­ 
porated in the original question. 
John D. Megee suggested that a 
smaller committee, probably not to 
exceed three members from each of 
the two county seats, be appointed 
bv the business mens* organizations, 
to confer with the president of the I. 
A C. and learn as soon as possible 
the names of the owners of the land 
through which the route will pass, 
so that the larger committee 
may 
work systematically and without loss 
of time toward the desired end. Mr. 
Af egee's motion 
was 
considered a 
good idea and was passed by a unan- 
i a mons vote. 


In a short speech of welcome, An­ 
thony Sehrichte, president of the Re­ 
tail Merchants Association, who pre­ 
sided at the meeting, welcomed the 
visitors from the historic 
town 
of 
Brookville and the fine county of 
Franklin. He spoke briefly of the ad­ 
vantages to be gained by both coun­ 


ties and county seats by the running 
ol the line through this uninvaded 
territory and then called on Charles 
L. Henry, president of the I. & C. 
Mr. Henry spoke frankly and con­ 
cisely of the plans and future work 
of the I. & C. 
Ile premised his re­ 
marks 
with the 
assertion 
that he 
would be frank concerning the I. & 
C., 
with the boosters, for he could 
not be otherwise. 
He stated plainly 
that the I. & C. did not intend to ex­ 
tend over a route where free right- 
of-way could not be obtained. 
Mr. 
Henry declared the traction company 
was organized Arith a view of build­ 
ing a line from Indianapolis to Cin­ 
cinnati, and that it would not have 
been built but for that purpose be­ 
lonite the (population 'Between the 
two eitiies would not justify the run­ 
ning of a first class line like the I & 
C. 
The president said it was true the 
company had passed through a finan 
cia! disturbance and 
business 
de 
prassion but that it would not have 
been organized a year ago but Arith 
the purpose of extending on to Cin­ 
cinnati and carrying out the original 
intentions of the company. He point­ 
ed out there was very little change 
in the organization and that the ori­ 
ginal plans would be carried out. 
He said, when the line was first 
organized, the company looked over 
the territory and decided to build 
from Connersville by way of Hamil­ 
ton. 
He said it had long been the 
dream of traction men for 
a 
high 
speed line to be erected from Hamil­ 
ton to Cincinnati. 
TTe pointed oui 
that the I & C. would confront diffi­ 
culties in getting into Cincinnati on 
account of a 
different 
gauge line 
being operated in that city. He said 
that if fast time could not be made 
over either the Greensburg or Rush­ 
ville extension the directors Avould 
turn down both routes. 
iii'. Henry told the 
boosters 
the 
I engineers would begin today to run 
the survey and a representative of 
the company would also start in 
to 
get contracts on right-of-way which 
will he used iii case the extension is 
made from this city. 
After the sur- 
vey is made and all the statistics 
are gathered, the directors and the 
president, lu* said. will 
place 
the 
maps before them and decide which 
would be the 
most 
advantageous 
route, 
Tie declared that the com­ 
pany held n-o prejudices against any­ 
one and would select a route purely 
on its own merits. 
He said there is 
not over two miles difference bet ween 
the routes from 
Greensburg 
and 
Rushville and that question would be 
eliminated in the selection. 
Tomor­ 
row Mr. Henry and engineers will go 
from Andersonvfile to Metamora to 
select the route to be surveyed. 
John D. Megee asked hoAv Franklin 
and Rush counties could 
help 
to 
bring the extension over their route, 
bec anise he said he thought that was 
what the men present 
wanted 
to 
know. 
Mr. Henry said the boosters 
can not straighten out the crook- 
and cut down the hills, but that they 
can assist in obtaining the right-of- 
way. 
After answering that question the 
I. & ( . president referred again to 
•the Connersville extension and said 
the company had decided after in­ 
vestigating tile conditions in Cincin­ 
nati that the I. & C. had better stay 
out than go in that way and have to 
change passengers to city cars at 
the city limits. 
Following that con­ 
clusion, lie said, the directors and he 
went over the Greensburg and Rush­ 
ville routes and directed a careful 
survey after it was decided nothing 
could be said in favor -of either when 
the two were compared. He pointed

I wonder how many careful house­ 
mothers know stuffed roast beef? To 
make it g et two flank steaks of g ener­ 
ous size, sew them tog ether with clean 
strong cotton and 
stuff bag thus 
formed in any way you like. 
Tie up 
the steaks. Butter them well over the 
outside. 
Slip into a well buttered 
paper bag plenty larg e enoug h to hold 
them, add a tablespoonful of water, 
cook in a hot oven three minutes, then 
turn off the heat more than half and 
cook for forty minutes more. 
Very 
heavy steaks may take long er, and 
lig ht ones a shorter 
time. 
Sliced 
onions laid around the steak will flavor 
the meat and the g ravy . 
This dish 
can be left standing in the bag quite 


Chicken, a fa Relne: 
Take a fowl 
trussed as for boiling , and rub it well 
over with a split onion.

Cover it with the 
tomatoes, onion, etc., and lay on them 
a lump of butter or dripping rolled in 
salted flour. 
Add a tablespoonful of 
vineg ar and water mixed, 
tig ht, and cook very slowly for three 
hours. 
A g as jet turned half down 
g ives about the rig ht heat. Take from 
the bag , pour out the g ravy —in r 
saucepan if you want 
it 
thickened 
with browned flour; otherwise, in the 
boat. 
The meat will be very tender 
and delicious. 
Yorkshire pudding does not abso­ 
lutely demand cooking underneath a 
roast. 
To g o with this round roast, 
you can make it thus. Beat two eg g s 
separately very lig ht, 
then 
add 
to 
them alternately a cup of sweet milk 
and two cups of flour, silted with half 
a teaspoonful salt, and a teaspoonful 
baking powder. 
Mix smoothly , pour 
into a very well g reased bag , seal, al­ 
lowing room for rising , lay flat on a 
wire mat and cook for twenty-five 
minutes in a fairly hot oven. 
Meat roll is a g ood end fcr cold lean 
roast beef. Mince or g rind it fine, sea­ 
son with salt, pepper, tiny bits of but­ 
ter, a little lemon juice and a pinch of 
powrdered herbs. 
Roll out puff paste 
to less than a quarter inch thickness. 
Make it in long strips. 
Spread the 
meat thinly upon them, roll up, pinch 
the ends tog ether tig ht, put in a but­ 
tered bag with a little stock or water 
or left over g ravy , also a small lump 
of butter, seal and cook till the pastry 
is brown—the time depending some­ 
what on the size and number of the 
rolls.

If any one is fou nd try ­ 
ing to sell the stu ff for bu tter, B a r­ 
nard av ers, he will find the state food 
law tapping him on the shou ld er and 
inv iting him ov er to police cou rt. 
Variou s pa rts of the state hav e 
been flood ed recently with circu lars 
from the concerns m anu factu ring the 
machines. The m anu factu rers say the 
ad d ition of the milk to 
the 
bu tter 
makes it more wholesome, makes it 
gK> farther, and prov id es a bu tter at 
abou t half the cost of ord inary b u t­ 
ter. 
“The only object in working’ bu t­ 
ter,” said B arnard , “is to ‘work’ the 
milk ou t of it, and the stand ard by 
which bu tter is gau ged is the lack of 
w ater and milk contained . 
The ob­ 
jection to ord inary cou ntry bu tter is 
that the m akers 
d o not 
‘work’ 
it 
enou gh to take ou t all of the milk. 
Now we find a grou p of m anu factu r­ 
ers ad v ertising a machine tio u nd o the 
work of the bu tter m anu factu rer, and 
claiming it will better the food pro­ 
d u ct. 
When we find 'a d ealer selling 
bu tter from which the original milk 
has not been remov ed we prosecu te 
him, and we will certainly prosecu te 
any person selling for bu tter the kind 
of stu ff the patented machines mu st 
certainly prod u ce. 
“The

are 
ad v ertised 
ft r hou sehold u se on the plea that the 
hou sewife can make a pou nd of b u t­ 
ter go twice as far. 
Howev er, the

Taft has sent to the senate the nom­ 
ination of Mahlon Pitney , chancel­ 
lor of the state of New* Jersey , to be 
an associate justice 
of the United 
States supreme court. 
He will suc­ 
ceed the late John M. Harlan of Ken­ 
tuck y . 
Mr. Taft does not anticipate 
any opposition to the nomination in 
the senate. 
Chancellor Pitney long has been a 
prominent figure in New Jersey . 
His 
father, Henry C. Pitney , was vice chan­ 
cellor of New Jersey . His mother was 
Sarah Louise Halsteack He was born 
at. Morristown, N. J., on Feb. 5, 1858. 
He was graduated from Princeton in 
1879. In 1882 he received a master of 
arts degree, and in 1908 the university 
conferred upon him the degree of doc­ 
tor of laws. 
He was admitted to the 
bar in 1882, and he practiced in Mor­ 
ristown. In 1891 he married Florence 
T. Shelton of Morristown. Chancellor 
Pitney is a Republican in politics. His 
home is in Morristown. 
As chancellor of New Jersey Judge 
Pitney is at the head of the court of 
chancery and receives a salary of $11,- 
000 a y ear, as much as the chief jus­ 
tice of the state gets. He is a man of 
calm, judicial temperament, but warm 
In his friendships. 
By the bar and 
bench of New Jersey he is regarded as 
a model judge. He was elected to con­ 
gress in 1894 in the old Fourth dis­ 
trict, and was re-elected in 1896. 
In 
1898 he was elected to the state senate 
from Morris county . 
In 1900 he was 
the majority leader on the floor of the 
senate, and in 1901 he served as presi­ 
dent of the senate. Chancellor Pitney 
alway s took an active part in legisla­ 
tion, both in the national house of rep­ 
resentatives and in the state senate. 
In 1901 he was nominated by Gov­ 
ernor Voorhees for justice of the state 
supreme court for a term of seven 
y ears, and in 1908 was named as chan­ 
cellor for a term of seven y ears. The 
chancellor is the head of the court of 
chancery , one of the vanishing relics 
of the English sy stem of law in this 
country . 
He is also the ordinary or 
surrogate general and judge of the pre­ 
rogative conrt of the state.
